Marshal Chiang Kai-shek is ree 
ported again to nttempt to enlist 
the support of General Chang 
Hsueh-liang, the |= Manchurian 
ruler, apainst the Kuominchun- 
Shansi coalition. The final stage 
of the war is beginning to develop 
and the fate of the Nanking 
Government depends upon its 
final success in this strugyle, 
Marshal. Chiang. therefore, is 
determined to make the greatest 
possible concession to the Man- 
churian leader if the latter pro- 
mises to attuck the Northern 
enemy at their rear, 

Marshal Chiang has despatched 
a special delegate to Mukden to 
approach General Chang and to 
offer him the following: conges- 
sions :— .

When Cheap Labour 
Replaces’ Machinery. 


RUBRER TO SEAL TINS. 


Factory methods tor canning 
pineapples vary conalderably be- 
tween Malaya ond the other coun- 
trices oof > production, notably 
Hawall, In the latter country, 
machinery is uscd as much at 
possible, whereas: in Malaya, 
owing to its relntive cheapness, 
hand Jabour is employed for al- 
mest all the operations. It is a 
curtoun fact that while in Hawaii 
the enna are purchased from 4 
central can-muking — factory, in 
Mulayn ench factory ig equipped 
with) oa. complete eanmaking 
machinery, writes Mr. DR 
Grist, In the Malaya Agricultural 
Journal, 

A further marked difference be- 
twoun these two countries is that 
in Majaya the factories are gen- 
erally eatablahed in close proxim- 
Ity to the pineapple plantations. 
The most distunt are thé five fac- 
tories in Singnpore, which draw 
the bulk of their supplies of fruit 
trom Johore—n matter of porhapy 
80-—50 miles by road. The near- 


‘Veat to the centres of production 


are in. Johore where there are 
twelve factories, situated so closo 
to the fields that transport is re- 
duced to a minimum. The prin- 
cipal factoriea in Hawall and 
Africa may be situnted a con- 
siderable distance from the plan- 
tations, The nenrest plantation 
te the Jargeat Hawaiian factory ip 
twenty-five miles distant, The 
Yort Elizabeth factory iy 126 
miles fromthe estate, the: Intter 
being intersocted by over 150 
miles of roads. ; 

The fact that By the Malayan 
method, transport — both of fruit 
end empty cans is ‘reduced to a 
minimum, has its advantages: 
‘The fruit can be harvested in i 
riper condition than would other: 
wise be possible, while the factory 
methods are such «that gencrous 
uae is made of Inbour—which Is 
comparatively cheap; while 
treight—which is comparatively 
expensive, is reduced to a mini. 
mun,

Capacity of Factory. 

Factories in Hawaii are cap. 
able of turning, out 1,500 cases 
per day; one factory is said to 
have a capacity of 4,000 cnses a 
dny. The largest output by & 
fretory at Port Elizabeth, South 
Africa, is atated to be '2,300 cases 
per day. From a consideration 
of the number of factories work- 
ing, the methods employed, and 
the total quantity of canned pine, 
apples exported, It ia evident that 
the avernge of n Malayan factory 
is lower than that of Hawail or 
Port Elizabeth. Probably from 
1,000 to 1,500 cases per day is 
the utmost limit of our tocnl fac- 
tories, while the capacity of tho 
majority in even less. 

Cost of Factory. 

According to an Hawalian au- 
thority the cost of machinery (ex- 
cluding the cost of the buildings) 
capable of producing 1,500 cases 
per day, would be the equlyalont 
of about $90,000 (Straita cur- 
rency), An important pineapple 
packer in Malaya published. # 
ntalement In 1927) that “about 
$150,000 enpital Is necessary for 
in ordinary pineapple factory and 
for a factory of higger capscity

seven consecutive years and have 
never once been called upon to 
serve; whilst on the other hand, 
there are men who have served 
no fewer than three occasions all 
within one year. Surely — this 
seeming oversight could easily be 
remedied by a careful check being 
kept on the‘list, and once there 
is a fair and equitable method of 
let us say, conscription, we feel 
sure that those who have been 
thus honoured by being included 
in the Jurors’ List will be so

English well enough, or not, and, 
not the least, whether such per- 
sons are competent to stand in 
judgment over another man, In 
this Colony all that is required to 
enable a person to sit on the jury 
is the fact that his monthly 
yalary must not be lower than 
$100. Surely this is no guidance 
to u man’s ability and/or charac- 
ter. It must be borne in mind 
that inthis Colony we have 
Chinese, Indians, Portuguese, 
Russians, Filipinos, and other 
races, and although they. may be 
engaged as mercantile assistants 
in some of our business firms, it. 
is nu argument to say that they 
all speak and read the  Euglish 
Innguage — fluently. We have 
known cases where a person sit- 
ting on the jury, frankly admit. 
ted. ufter the close of the case, 
that he was not able to follow 
the proceedings at all. Such 
instances are by no means un- 
common. In. fact our reporters 
have been asked time after time 
by some of the yentlemen called 
upon to sit on a Coroner's jury 
what they had to do, and whether 
they were expected to ask ques- 
tions. The muajority of these 
gentlemen were unable to speak 
good English, much less under- 
stand it. Surely it cannot be 
argued thet men! of this type are 
‘competent to sit in judgment 
over another person? We sug- 
gest that this method of drafting 
men into the jury service be 
abolished und some sort of sys- 
tem be introduced whereby men 
selected for this civic duty be 
men, that are “true and well 
tried.” *

Tho first fact of importance to

Premature baldness and prema+ 
ture greyness often ariso frony 
bodily iliIncss‘er from emotional 
disturbance; for nerve shock is 
transmitted by the sympathetic . 
nervoua system, and affects tho} 
vessels nourishing the hair and 
the cells that convey its pigment. 

Nevertheless, the stories of 
people who suddenly go white are 
imaginary. Tho hair that is al- 
ready grown doca not lose its 
colour. The upgrowing haira, how- 
ever, may tose theirs, andi thus 
emotion may produce grey hairs, 


but they will not show until the |. 


already grown hair is shed, Hairs 
are always growing up and roplac- 
ing those that show. The life ofa 
hair on the scalp is reckoned to 
be from a few months to four 
years. That of an cyelash has 
been calculated at 150 days. 

Hairs have periods of. active 
growth and of rest. The active 
growth lasts about eight weeks, 
and the rest about twelve. They 
grow about three-quarters of an 
inch in‘a month. Early greynoss 
or baldness is not a sign of pre- 
mature ageing. Long ago . Sir 
Thomas Browne said truly that 


| “hairs make fallible predictions,” 


and Lord Bacon stated that “hasty 
grey hairs without baldness is a 
token of long time; contrarily it 
they be accompanied by baldness.”

Car Js Abolishing - How Manufacturers Can 


_, Time. 


On the Eastern fringe of the 
Kalabari desert lives a young man, 
engaged to a lady who resides 


bit nbout twenty miles from the last 
. ne of elvilisution on the weat- 


ern side. Their courtship Is carried 
on by correspondence.

Surprised. . 

When the expedition arrived at 
Gobabis, bho Iast rail head on that 
atde of the Kalahagl, the mail train 
had just arrived und the mail bag 
was handed ovor officially for de- 
Uvery to the postmaster at Ghanzi. 
“This particular mail will be nearly 
a month-alead of, its tima,” remark. 
ed Mr. Scots the postmaster at 
Gobabis, as he put the official seal on 
the bag. 

He explained that the usual pru- 
cedure was for.u native postman, 
preceded by a donkey carrying the 
mail and supplics for the road, tu 
cross from Gobabls- to Ghanal and 
back cach month, The trip ench 
way takes two weeks and the popu- 
tation of Ghanzi were agreeably 
surprised when the Oldsmobile de- 
livored the mall in 24 hours. 

Supplies for Ghanzi are conveyed 
by ox-waygon which takes about six 
weeks to cross approximately 210 
miles of desert. This fs largely duo 
to the nbsence of water, the oxen 
having to be iinyoked several times 
during the journey and sent back 
for water, leaving thelr load in the 
desert until they return, 


Breakdown. 

One can, therefore, imagine the 
plight of the lonely inhabitanta of 
Ghanzi should a breakdown: occur 
or in the cage of supplies running 
out before the ox-waggon arrives. 

That mechanical transport will 
shortly supersede the old fashioned 
menns of conveyance over these 
desolate wastes Is obvious, and the 
Oldsmobile croyalny proved onac 
more how ensily: the modern motor 
ear abolishes distance and brings 
eiviisition into touch with the more 
remote outposts In avery corner 
of the Globe.

who had a new radiator fitted and 
the car rendy for the road again th 
next day. Ss te 

Not so with the British car, ‘The 
nearest ayents were In the capital 
of the province, a good hundred 
miles nway. The owner immediately 
wired to {hem to send a new radiator 
and a competent’ mechanic to fit it 
without delay. © 

He received an answer next day 
regretting that the radiator would 
have to be procurcd from the main 
agents in Bombay, but that they 
would send and fit is aa soon as It 
arrived. (This all happened in the 
extreme north of Indin). The car 
was not rendy for the road again for 
three weeks! 

This is not an isolated ense, Time 
nnd again one hears the few 
owners of British ears in Northern 
India bemoaning the Inck of service 
facilities for thelr cara after pure 
chase, Onc never heara them com- 
plain of the performance of thelr 
cara compared with that of Amers 
loun cars, The complaint fs always 
of the ‘servieo, and of its inferiority 
to that which American firma have 
established. 7 

Admittedly, the Americans have 
the adyantage of 1 long atart—the 
war yea and those following when 
they had no outside opposition to 
compete against. But, on the other 
hand, they were pioneers. They 
lind to feel thelr way sraduatly, and 
It taok them many years to build 
up thelr orptnisation to its present 
pitch of efficiency.

Some. Points to 
Remember. 


At alt times of the year, many 
town motorists, both old hands and 
novices, come up against problems 
which constantyl present them- 
yulves to all who leave the beaton 
trick und traverso the — by-ways. 
Reference to some of them by a 
regular country driver may not be 
amiss = (writua D.N.M. in the 
Autocar), 

In the first place, when you leave 
an arterial or other main road for 
the lanes, don't believe that you have 
left every other ear In tho country 
behind you. 1t fs quite pusslbto to 
runcseveral miles without —mecting 
anything; on the other hand, {[t Is 
ho Safrequent’ occurrences to meet 
at any bind corner some butehor’s 
van polng full pelt, 

Constant vigilance is essential to 
aufely in the lanes, but there are 
certain signs for the observant that 
hely aomewhat In-anticlpating what 
(s round = the corners. If you aro 
driving towards the sinking aun, 
approaching “a sharp corner where 
the round isin sunlight, o vehicle 
approaching from the opposite 
direction throwa a shadow, which 
you will almost certainly sed a frac- 
tion of a minute hefore you first 
wight tha vehicle itsalf. That frae- 
tion of time is often extremely 
valuable. ° 

Vhen [t fs worth while taking 
notiee of birda in the roud at sharp 
bends;’ they are often nearly as 
useful a4 mirrors to those who make 
a habit of studying their movements. 
Imaging a number of birds sitting 
in thé road at the central point of 
a bend, They havey a vw both 
ways and if the whole flight iy seen 
to rise above the Hedfre before one 
actually renches the corner, in alld 
probability they have seen some* 
thing round: the other-side of the 
bend, " . 

falling the use of a periscope,

through them to a ditch well away 
from the road. Beware of a swerve 
which takéx the car over one of 
these, for the results are apt to be 
expensive. If you have watched 
your read you will be prepared to 
do the right taing in a hurry, 

In narrow Janes one will often 
obtain a chance to do another driver 
a good tarn by avoiding passing at 
difficult points. When an approach 
ing car-is seon u good distance away 
it is often possible to slow down or 
stop at some wider portion of tho 
toad, where the passing can be 
effectéd in comfort. This is ca. 
pecially fmportant on very narrow 
hills. :

SKIDDIN: 


Some Causes and 
Remedies. 


[t 1a only on’ very rare occasions 
that the modern car glyea ‘its drivor 
the fovling that It ta really out of 
control; luciily, mechanical brenk- 
uges are extremely rare, and the 
brakos, if, reasonably well looked 
after will always reapond to the 
pedal, Tho one happening -which 
romaing to ongander that helpless 
fecling is the unforeseen skid on a 
wet or greisy road, 

There are still many drivers who 
do not fully understand how roadily 
a skid will commence, and how dif- 
fleult it ja to check when ‘anything 
causes no slippery suyface. on the 
rond, The co-efilelent of friction, 
as it {a enlled—~a torm which simply 
means the ratio between the force 
necessary to cause skidding. and the 
welght of the car—ia about 0.8 on 
u dry road, whereaa with a alippory 
surface ft may onsily bo reduced to 
one quurter this value.. Conse- 
quently, only a very small disturb- 
ing foree is required ta upset the 
stability of a car running on a 
slippery surface, and once a skid has 
been initiated in such  clreum- 
stancoa, ita correction will be found 
to be almost impossible, 

On a thoroughly wet road rubber 
tyres obtain a good grip, but beware 
of ‘the surface which has only just 
become wetted from a shower fol- 
lowing a dry spell, The water 
mixes witli the 
dust to form a greasy paste which 
tenaciously maintains a film be- 
tween the tyres and tho rond sur- 
face [a Just the anme way as oil will 
form n film between the two parts 
ofa boaring. After heavy rain this 
film becomes washed away and the 
adhesfon may be practically as good 
as that experienced on a dry sur- 
face, « ak 
«Injudicious braking Is perhaps 
the most common cause of skidding, 
followed by fast cornering. Four 
wheel brakes, are, of course, much 
safer than rear wheel brakes, but, 
alnce three-fifths of the braking’ 
effort -is arranged for application to 
the rear wheels in most systems, it 
is comparatively easy to lock the 
rear*wheels with a little pressure 
on the brake pedal. 

In proportion to the amount of 
torque which is placed upon the 
rear wheels (either by braking or 
acceleration) the resistance against 
transverse aliding Is. reduced,’ go 
thal to lock the wheels completely 
destroys all theif sense of direction, 
and they will ag readily slide one 
way as another. Owing to the ar- 
rangement of the front axle, the car 
can plvot round the stecring headg, 
with tho front wheels atill rolling 
more or less atraight ahead, and this 
is what invariably happens. In 
other words, the locked rear wheels 
slide sideways until the car gaina 
momentum sin its spin and, if the 
Wheels ure not freed, the movement 
will persist until the car has turned 
completely round — through 180 
degrees, 

The Kerb Danger. 

If there Is plenty of room, even 
4 serious skid of this charncter will 
not necessarily cause the slightest 
damago, or danger, but, of course 
the presence of other vehicles, or 
of a rigid unyielding kerb may 
spell disaster in the form of a col- 
Naion, buckled wheels, or even over: 
turning. : 

The driver should act immediately 
a skid begins to become pronounced, 
the first thing to do being to release 
the brake pedal so as to free the 
rear wheels, Next, if the toll ‘of 
the car {4 sliding towards the near 
side, the front wheels should be 
steered towards the near side (and

Facts About Racquets 
and Rackets. 


A. CENTURIES OLD GAME. 
The beginnings of the fascinating 
sport of tennis afe somewhat ‘hazy. 
Teehnleally “tennis” fs diferent 
from tho game now played undor the 
title of “Iawn tennis.” Tennis 1s 
and was originally played in a cover- 
od court and if was necessary not 
only to hit the ball over tho net, 


but also figainst the walls. ‘This | 


game Is rarcly played nowadays and 
jn the 14th contury it was known in) 
Franco as “courte paume"; the fore- 
runner of the now univeranl Jawn 
tennis was played with similar 
rules, but In fhe open ar—“longue 
paume.” It Is suggested that the 
name “tennis” is derlyed from the 
French “tenez"” — “held,” shouted 
as a warning before the ball was 
put inte play. 

Compared with the game na it ia 
played to-day, tennis was a very 
crude and primitive pastime In the 
early ages. With a mere leather 
glove the players volleyed and 
amashed and served, not vn gna-filled 
bouyant ball of rubber, but a woolly 
cloth ball that was all foo keen to 
obey the Inws of gravitation, 

But progress {3s inevitable and the 
refinement of the pefiod of perlwiss 
and patches naturally brought into 
universal use Uitte wooden bata, 
which weye soon auperseded by din- 
gonally strung rackdla® with very 
short handles. * 

The First Rackets, 

oThe next development was the 
use of abnormally long handles and 
the real tennis racquéts—not rac- 
keta, mark ‘you—contrast strangely 
with the modern racket with ita 
coval frame of stout English ash and 
its patent atringing. syatem that de- 
fies the wildest whfns of our na- 
Yonnl “quick change” artist, the 
Weather Clerk. 

These sncient rackets" have o 
curiously slipshod lool about them 
compared with the modern racket, 
polished and symmetrical, balanced 
to within a quarter of an ounce and 
exact in dimensiona to a fraction 
of an inch, 

To-day at the Dunlop factories, 
Englisn ash, the finest racket wood 
{n the world, is'fushtoned by expert 
craftsmen and modern machinery 
into tennis “Fackets. Sticks cut 
from logs of specially selected trees 
are placed in a steam box to make 
them pliable and they are then Bent 
into the shap? of a racket. After 
being bent, howover, they must 
wait aconstderable time before they 
are handed over to the frame mnker, 
who converts this rough piece of 
curved wood into a perfectly smooth, 
finished and balanced frame. Tho 
next, process ig the stringing, after 
wilich the racket is rendy for the 
courts,

does not subslde until the ruat- 
proofing solution has entered and 
fully covered portion of the metal 
In the bath. When the rustproof 
ing is completed, the parta are 
again rinsed, drained and then 
pliced in a dye tank where they 
obtain a permanent black coating. 
The final operation is drying and 
ailing to give them " uniform finish 
and increase — the preservative 
qualities of the process. 

The rustproofing solution Is test- 
ed for strength before each operas 
tion, A random selection of parts 
rustproofed is made every second 
day and these are tested under a 
galt spray: in the factory laboratory 
to Insure the high quality of the 
work, : 

Various types of plating, includ- 
Ang ni¢kel and cadminm, have been 
tried ‘to make these small parts 
rustproof, but the new method now 
peing used fs reported to give far 
more sntiafactory resulta. Many 
of the articles rustproofed are as- 
sembled by wrenches or screw 
drivers and tools have 2 tendency 
to break down ordinary plating. 

Chromium plating, which {s used 
for radiator ahells,, bumpers, head- 
lamp supports and other decorative 
exterior parts, was adopted. by 
Oldsmobile nearly four years ngo 
and alnce then has been generally 
used by the automotive industry.
